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HAM  RADIO  SCHOLARSHIP  HONORS  SEN.  GOLDWATER 


MASH1NBT0N  (Nov.  9)  --  Sen.  Barry  Goldwater  (R-Ariz.) 
today  transmitted  news  to  his  fellow  Ham  Radio  op¬ 
erators  around  the  world  that  the  American  Radio  Relay 
League  has  established  an  annual  *5,000  scholarship 
award  in  his  honor. 

The  League  will  award  the  scholarship  to  a  licensed 
Radio  Amateur  enrolled  in  college-level  study  of  elec¬ 
tronics,  communications  engineering  or  a  related  field. 
The  program  will  be  administered  by  the  ARRL  Founda¬ 
tion,  Inc . ,  the  League's  tax-exempt  research  and  edu¬ 
cational  organization. 

Goldwater,  known  to  thousands  of  Radio  Amateurs  as 
“K7UGA,*  his  call  sign,  made  the  announcement  from  his 
*Haa  Shack'  on  Capitol  Hill.  Within  seconds  after  the 
ceremonial  transmission,  Goldwater  began  receiving 
congratulatory  messages  from  Has  operators  throughout 
the  U.S.  and  several  foreign  countries. 

The  American  Radio  Relay  League,  headquartered  in 
Newington,  Conn.,  near  Hartford,  boasts  130,000  mem¬ 
bers,  most  of  thee  licensed  Amateurs  in  the  United 
States  but  representing  virtually  every  country  in  the 
world.  The  League  provides  technical  and  operational 
information,  publishes  instructional  material,  organ¬ 
izes  emergency  communications  networks  and  promotes 
international  goodwill  among  adherents  of  this  public 
service  hobby. 

League  President  Victor  C.  Clark  (SK )  explained 
Goldwater  was  selected  as  Honoree  for  the  organiza¬ 
tion's  new  scholarship  because  his  'selflessness  and 
dedication  to  purpose  as  a  government  servant  is  widely 
recognized  and  deeply  appreciated  by  both  his  fellow 
citizens  and  the  Radio  Amateurs  of  our  country.* 


"Through  his  Amateur  Radio  involvement,  Sen.  Goldwater 
has  brought  joy  to  thousac.s  of  members  of  our  armed 
services,*  Clark  said,  recalling  that  the  Arizona 
senator  opened  his  radio  facilities  for  around-the- 
clock  operations  during  the  Vietnam  War  to  provide  a 
communications  link  between  U.S.  military  personnel  in 
Southeast  Asia  and  their  families. 

Goldwater,  whose  interest  in  Amateur  Radio  dates  back 
to  his  teenage  years,  said  the  value  of  Ham  operators 
has  been  demonstrated  repeatedly  in  tiaes  of  local  or 
national  emergency. 

The  recent  Grenada  fission  is  a  case  in  point.  Prac¬ 
tically  no  normal  communications  were  available  to  the 
public.  Ham  Radio  operators  quickly  opened  links  with 
the  Caribbean  island,  particularly  handling  messages 
relating  to  the  safety  of  several  hundred  American 
students  at  St.  George’s  College.  It  was  through  these 
Amateur  channels  that  the  press  and  public  received 
most  of  their  information  during  the  early  days  of  the 
mission. 

For  a  brief  while,  Americans  were  once  again  reminded 
about  the  important  role  played  by  Radio  Amateurs. 
More  often,  though,  the  crucial  contribution  made  by 
Has  Radio  operators  has  become  "so  commonplace  that  it 
often  goes  unnoticed  and  accredited,*  Goldwater  said.

LiitgS  to  TRN  for  info  on  the  law 

Like  it  or  not,  you  may  find  that  hostile  new  laws  will 
determine  the  extent  to  which  you  can  configure  and 
enjoy  your  Amateur  Radio  Station.  For  example,  local 
government  may  place  severe  restrictions  on  your  anten¬ 
nas  or  operations.  Furthermore,  malicious  interference 
and  obscenity  may  deprive  you  of  the  pleasure  of  opera¬ 
ting  your  station.  These  are  just, some  of  the  issues 
that  relate  to  your  future  enjoyment  of  Amateur  Radio 
that  will  be  discussed  by  legal  experts:  on  the  8  March 
1984  North  American  Teleconference  Radio  Net  (TRN), 
presented  by  the  Honeywell  ARCs.

BE  M  I™CAL  INSTITUTE  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  has 
requested  the  FCC  to  appoint  the#  as  the  9th  Call 
District  Volunteer  Examination  Coordinator.  In  its 
letter  to  the  Commission,  De  Vry  proposes  a  twin-tiered 
approach  for  their  involvement. 

In  the  first  step,  upon  its  acceptance  as  a  VEC  by  the 
FCC,  De  Vry  would  set  up  an  Asateur  exaaination  program 
on  its  Chicago  Campus.  Initially,  De  Vry  would  offer 
haa  testing  on  a  regularly  scheduled  basis  several 
times  each  week.  The  proctors  would  be  either  licensed 
Amateurs  from  the  De  Vry  faculty  or  volunteers  from  the 
local  Chicago  Aaateur  community  who  had  been  accredited 
by  De  Vry. 

If  the  Institute's  application  is  accepted,  exaaination 
procedures  will  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  FCC 
rules,  and  all  tests  will  be  prepared,  printed  and 
scored  at  the  De  Vry  facility  to  insure  complete  integ¬ 
rity  of  the  testing  program.  Grading  will  be  done  by 
the  proctors  and  verified  by  the  company's  grading 
facility  before  being  forwarded  to  the  FCC  on  a  weekly 
basis. 

Once  this  program  is  in  place,  De  Vry  will  make  contact 
with  appropriate  and  responsible  groups  in  Indiana, 
Wisconsin ,  and  Southern  Illinois  proposing  that  they 
assume  responsibility  for  administering  Asateur  axaai- 
nations  in  their  local  areas.  Then,  after  deaon- 
strating  their  competence  and  integrity,  De  Vry  will 
delegate  to  them  the  task  of  adainistering  those  exass 
under  the  direction  and  coordination  of  the  De  Vry 
school  and  providing  thea  with  all  necessary  materials. 

Tests  thus  given  will  be  graded  by  their  proctors,  but 
will  also  be  returned  to  the  Chicago  offices  for  veri¬ 
fication.  Results  fros  these  field  examinations  vii  11 
be  recorded  and  forwarded  to  the  FCC  in  the  saae  sinner 
as  De  Vry  campus  administered  tests.  The  De  Vry  pro¬ 
posal  is  based  on  good  business  logic  and  is  designed 
to  keep  administration  costs  to  an  absolute  minimum 
while  insuring  the  maximum  integrity  of  the  overall  VEC 


prograa.  If  the  plan  is  successful,  it  could  conceiv¬ 
ably  be  expanded  to  other  De  Vry  campuses  across  the 
country.

Under  Judge  Real’s  order,  Burton  will  spend  a  year  in 
Federal  Prison,  followed  by  6  months  in  what  is  des¬ 
cribed  as  a  "jail  type  of  facility."  After  his  release 
from  custody,  Burton  will  be  placed  on  5  years  of 
probation,  during  which  he  "shall  not  be  found  in  any 
place  ih  which  any  kind  of  broadcast  is  made  by  radio 
or  otherwise." 

CB  ACTIVITIES  AFFECT  HAM  LICENSE!  The  license  of  Paul 
07  DveFIock~N6BHC,  has  been  revoked  by  an  FCC  Adsinis- 
trative  Law  Judge  for  violation  of  the  Citizens  Band 
Rules.  ALJ  Joseph  Stirmer  took  the  action  to  deny 
Overlock's  application  for  a  General  Class  operator's 
license  and  to  suspend  his  Technician  Class  License 
after  he  found  out  that  Overlock  had  willfully  violated 
the  CB  rules  in  1979. 

The  Law  Judge  found,  specifically,  that  he  had  operated 
on  an  unauthorized  frequency,  used  non-type  accepted 
equipment,  communicated  over  a  distance  greater  than 
250  k«  and  had  failed  to  properly  identify  his  station. 

Judge  Stirmer  noted  that  since  the  incident.  Overlock 
had  displayed  good  conduct  in  operating  his  Asateur 
station,  and  recommended  that  Overlock  be  permitted  to 
file  a  new  license  application  in  90  days.

From  7 HE  ARRL  LETTER 

The  ARRL  filed  two  petitions  concerning  the  160-meter 
band  on  February  2.  The  first  petition  asks  that  power 
restrictions  on  1900-2000'  kHz  he  eliminated.  The  other 
requests  FCC  to  allow  FI  emissions  for  RTTY  on  1800- 
2000  kHz. 

The  160-#eter  power  restrictions  were  created  because 
of  concern  over  the  possibility  of  interference  to 
L0RAN-A  radionavigation  systems  by  Amateur  operations. 
However,  since  L0RAN-A  operation  has  ceased,  it  is  now 
appropriate  to  permit  more  flexibility  for  ham  opera¬ 
tion  on  this  band.  Therefore,  the  League  requests  that 
FCC  remove,  by  Order,  the  power  restrictions  on  160- 
meters  [FCC  Section  97.61(b) (21 3 

Increased  Amateur  use  of  RTTY  and  other  teleprinter 
codes  on  the  air  has  created  the  need  for  sore  FI 
segments  on  the  hf  bands.  The  present  decline  in 
sunspot  numbers  is  making  160-meters  more  attractive 
for  favorable  propagation. 

The  League  suggests  that  FCC  not  create  a  particular  FI 
subband,  but  instead,  allow  the  Amateurs  to  formulate 
their  on  band  plans  via  "gentleman's  agreements.”

Ihe  Radio  Amateur  Antenna  Handbook 
By  William  Qrr’and’Stuart  Cowin’" 

Published  by  Radio  Publications,  Inc. 

190  pages  ipaperback)  $6.95 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  things  about  almost  anything 
written  by  Bill  Orr  is  that  the^eader  doesn't  need 
four  semesters,  of  college  ralniliis  ‘and  a  professional 
engineer's  license  to  understand  it.  The  Radio  Amateur 
Antenna  Handbook  packs  a  great  deal  of  information 
about  a  variety  of  antennas  into  ten  easily  understood 
chapters. 

Towers,  baluns,  verticals,  beams,  dipoles,  slopers, 
quads  and  the  inverted  V  are  all  described  with  a 
minimus  of  theory  and  a  lot  of  practical  information. 
The  “truth  table"  of  antenna  gain  in  chapter  three  cuts 
through  much  of  the  advertising  hype  surrounding  manu¬ 
facturer's  claims.  Other  chapters  are  equally  in¬ 
teresting. 

Ny  only  criticism  of  this  book  would  be  that  there  are 
no  explanations  of  how  to  use  the  test  equipment  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  first  chapter.  However,  if  you  are 
interested  in  learning  about  antennas  without  having  to 
put  up  with  two  foot  long  math  equations,  The  Radio 
Amateur  Antenna  Handbook  was  probably  written  for  read¬ 
ers  like  you.
